NEW TREMATODE SPECIES 

OF DISCOGASTEROIDINAE (TREMATODA, FELLODISTOMATIDAE) 

FROM MARINE FISHES OF AUSTRALIA

SUMMARY 

Two new trematode species are described: Discogasteroides australiensis sp. nov. 
from the intestine of the ringed toadfish (Sphaeroides armilla) and Paradiscogaster manteri 
sp. nov. from the intestine of the smooth boxfish ( Anoplocapros lenticularis ).
